The first sentence of footnote 17 to this court's June 16, 2003
opinion and order currently reads: "the government asserted an
additional argument that when the FDIC acts, as it did here, in its
corporate capacity, it cannot be considered "the government" for
purposes of litigation and therefore could not be sued in this
court." For the sake of clarity, the word "corporate" in the quoted
sentence should be stricken and the word "receivership" should be
inserted instead. The entirety of footnote 17 to the June 16, 2003
opinion should, then read as follows:

"The government asserted an additional argument that when
the FDIC acts, as it did here, in 1ts receivership
capacity, it cannot be considered "the government" for
purposes of litigation and therefore could not be sued in
this court. Resolution of this issue, however, 1is
unnecessary since the court finds against Franklin on
other grounds."
